RIVER INHAB ITANTS. 

A FLOATING VtLLAOt *K*€F*t NCO- 
PLE PASS THEIR LIVES. 
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Pay Mo Boot 

Up where Wolf river, 
insatiate os the animal for which 
named, empties its yellow waters 
the great flood of the MMttippf, is a 
cluster of odd looking craft, half house, 
half boat, that lie moored to the bank 
and form a part of a g r ea t floating sub¬ 
urb of Memphis, of whoso sitoteme the 
average citizen is totally 
Nevertheless, strange is it may 
the inhabitants of this floating village 
are born, live, marry and die in their 
movable hofnee in much the same man¬ 
ner as people in similar w^ks of life 
whose houses have a firmer foundation, 
and, stranger still, thqj like their river 
life and would be extremely loath to 
give it up. • f 

Who they are and where they came 
from, whither they ge and hew they 
live, were questions that aroused the cu¬ 
riosity of the writer and induded him to 
make a tour of inquiry among the house¬ 
boats, as they are called. 

These are of all shapes and sizes, from 
the more pretentious home of the well 
to do shipbuilder to the humble abode 
• of the itinerant fisherman. 8ome of 
them are named and, some are not 
Many are neatly painted and show 
glimpses of interiors in which lace cur¬ 
tains, carpets and pictures combine to 
make not inharmonious settings. Social 
lines are not very tightly drawn in the 
village of the houseboats, and the homes 
of whites and blacks lie mixed indis- 
criminately, without regafd to race, col¬ 
or or previous condition of servitude. 

Wanderers by nature, the term water 
gypsies may be applied not inaptly to 
the inhabitants of thajrillage. It is not 
to be wondered at therefore that the 
colony is by no means composed of those 
who are to the manner born. On the 
contrary, it ds made up of representa¬ 
tives from nearly all of the twenty odd 
states that are drained by the Missis¬ 
sippi or its tributaries. Were a census 
of the floating village 
it would show tome * 
concerning the birthplace# df its 
itanta Here one can find a man who 
lias drifted down from the Black Hills 
of Montana side by side with E native of 
Pittsburg or Cincinnati, while their next 
neighbor may b# from BtPanbor Knox¬ 
ville. 

Prom far up the Missouri, the Mi—te- 
sippi, the Ohio and the Tennessee riven 
they oorne, wring bare like bird* ot 
passage lor a time, till, flbovtflg ever* 
southward with the 
merged With the 
tion of the Crescent Citju hundreds of 
miles below, even aa the waters of the 
Mississippi become lost in the great Gulf 
of Mexico. 

There is hut little doubt that the 
dweller in the Mississippi houseboat 
has successfully solved the problem of 
living on next to nothing. Believing 
that the river is free, and that it owes 
him a living, the waif of the father of 
waters does not And it very difficult to 
collect the debt. Just whkt the ice fields 
are to the Eskimo, the desert to the 
Arab, the plains to the lgdign. the river 
is to him. It is at ooee his place of 
abode and his means of support. Land¬ 
lords, or, mors properly speaking, water- 
lords, are unknown to him, and rent 
day, that nightmare of the poor, is 
fraught with no tenon to his mind, be¬ 
cause he pays no rent 

The law provides that any one moor¬ 
ing a boat to the bank of a river is sub¬ 
ject to ^ rental at the option of the 
owner, bet in the case of the houseboat 
dweller this is rarely enforced. For feel 
he catches the driftwood beeqght down 
by the river or gatben that which ac¬ 
cumulates along the bank. His princi¬ 
pal article of food is flah, for which he 
turns once more to the liter, and frees 
its yellow boeom draws the juicy cat¬ 
fish, the buffalo, the perch and innumer¬ 
able other varieties that abernd therein. 

Only his clothes and, a*tew other bare 
necessaries of life are not supplied by 
the river, and the means to obtain thee# 
Is readily secured by the thousand pur- 
suits ^pen to the sturdy kmgahcrenSan. 
Scattered among the bower host colony 
are here and there a family who have 
virtually taken to the river out of neces¬ 
sity. These are refugees from the flooded 
districts of the upper Missisippi, who 
hare been rendered homeless by freshets. 

Ruined by the encroachment of the 
river, they have collected such of their 
effects as the waters left and embarked 
on a hastily constructed craft, built as 
likely as not from the debris of their 
former homes. —Memphis Appeal-Ava* 
lancha , ... . -

“Ndw this is * true story," said a 
gentleman whose office is a door or two 
iff upper Broadway, “and the question 
to, was It fate, psychic attraction, an 
over r uling Providence or—but I ll tell 
you the incident. 

: “When the war broke out my brother 
ywt a classmate of his, to whom he was 
moth attached, both enlisted at the 
woe time and departed for the south, 
'leaving behind in the little town in 
western New York their young wives, 
to whom they had been married but a 
short time. My brother's chum, whom 
we may call Ned Brown for conven¬ 
ience, had, 1 think, been a husband but 
tin weeks when be left for the front. 
Brother Jack was soon after transferred 
to the adjutant general’s department, so 
little of active service, and Ned 
in the division of the army which 
remained in the vicinity of Washington 
for about a year. Then came the Battle 
of the Wilderness and with it the 
startling intelligence to Jack that Ned 
had been mortally wounded and had 
sent for him. He made all haste to the 
fide of his friend, who soon after his 
arrival died in his arms. 

“As was usual after great battles, the 
dead were buried, many together, in 
large trenches, and my brother was 
much troubled over the probability of 
.there being no means of locating or 
identifying the body, when, as he felt 
sure, the family would wish to send for 
it. There had been a little son born to 
the young soldier in that far away vil¬ 
lage by the lake, and he felt that the 
child, who had never looked upon his 
father’s face, would one day want to 
know at least where his body lay. 

“The men in charge assured Jack that 
the body should be placed at the head of 
the trench, and if any mark could be 
left upon it it would be easily found. 
For some thne my brother wondered 
what he could do. Then an idea struck 
him. He fohad a bottle, and placing in¬ 
side of it a paper upon which was 
written the name and regiment of his 
friend, he tied it about the neck of the 
corpse. 

“Some time afterward when friends 
of the dead soldier came for the body 
other trenches had been dug near the 
first* and it was impossible to identify 
the spot, though the grief stricken 
widow could scarcely be prevailed upon 
to give up the search.

his heart leap. \ 

“It was his father’s name. And this 
was Jack’s boy, the boy the brave young 
soldier had so longed to see. Years ago.'

old trenches and reburied, the bottle 
with its bit of paper had been the means 
Qf identifying one at least, 
k “That night there flashed over the 
wires this message to the soldier’s wi¬ 
dow, *1 shall bring home father’s body 
with me next week.’**—New York 
World.

Of the Jewish vacations there are, 
first, the Sabbatical institutions of the 
Old Testament, viz.,, the weekly Sab¬ 
bath, the seventh new moon or Feast of 
trumpets, the Sabbatical year and the 
year of jubilee. Besides these there 
were the great feasts, Passover, Pente- 
cogt and Tabernacles, together with the 
two of later times—Purim and that of 
the Dedication. The time spent in these 
observancto required frequent and iu 
some cases protracted suspension of la¬

To the Jews living in the remote dis¬ 
tricts of Palestine, particularly the pil¬ 
grimages to and from Jerusalem, to¬ 
gether with the time spent in the actual 
celebration of the feasts, which in the 
case of the Passover and Tabernacles 
wan each eight days, meant an amount 
of migratory recreation and rest from 
the ordinary occupations of life year by 
year greater proportionately than that 
obtained in the vocation of these days.
